FOOB ARGUMENT. 


The following ia from the 
TimtfRt 


view, published in Ta«carora, in Mr 
Farrington's borne county o' Elko an( 
we commend it to the careful pewual 
of our readers. 


"In opening his campaign for Con- 


gress at Elko a few days ago, Mr. Far- 
tlngton laid treat stress upon tbe fact, 
which nobody denies, that he it a resi- 
dent of the State. Bet he went still 
further and claimed that hi§ opponent, 
Mr. Newlands, wat a "non .resident 
millienalre," a statement we believe he 
will find it dlffloult to substantiate. 
The facts era tb.it Mr. Rowlands is now 
and baa been a permanent resident of 
the State of Nevada for twelve years 
•nd is only absent when his official 
duties call him to Wasbinjton. His 
home is in Reno, aod bft h«s no othsr 
legal or constructive resident*. The 
cry of "Nevada for Nevadans" is cer- 
tainly in no sense applicable to Mr 
Newlands, who oan consistently run 
on a home rale platform. Mr. Ftrring 
ton evidently forgets himself whtu h» 
descends to tbe ate of snea laarnaje 
as the following in connection with hit 
tirade against non-resident office seek- 
ers, of which be says Mr. Newlandt is 
one: 


"They control oar politic!, manipu- 


late onr conventions, debauch oar peo- 
ple and leave a trail of infamy across 
tbe State." 


Mr. Farrlngton is a pretty fair law- 


yer, we believe, and yet we opine he 
would have considerable trouble in 
dissecting and proving the above to a 
majority of the people in this State. 
Such sweeping and intemperate utter- 
ances as tbe above will certainly gain 
him no friends for the caute he pre- 
tends to advocate, as they ara abso- 
lutely false and indefeasible. 
We 


have read somewhere the advice given 
by an old lawyer to a young attorney 
just admitted to practice. Ha said: 
"Waen you have a weak case and the 
law and evidence are both against yoo, 
turn loose and abuse the opposition; 
avoid all reference to the questions at 
lesae and blind the jory by irrelevant 
and vituperative oratory." 


Mr. Farrington evidently intends to 


take the old lawyer's advice, but we 
warn him the jury—in this case the 
voters—are more desirous of learning 
where Mr. Farrington stands on tbe 
national issues than to hear him torn 
loose a flood of billingsgate on h's op- 
ponent, who is certainly too much of a 
gentleman and has been too long before 
tbe people as a public servant to need 
defense. 


We bad hoped that this campaign 


would be a clean one and could be 
argued from the high standpoint of 
national aud State issaes, bat it seems 
to be decreed otherwise. However, it 
we are to meat Mr. Farrington on the 
charges above quoted, we demand that 
be produce hii proofs of when Mr 
Newlauds ever "controlled our politics 
manipulated 
our conventions, 
de- 


bauched oar people or left a trail of 
inf.my behind him." If all this is 
true, then Mr. Faarington bae a walk- 
over, or should have, bat what the 
people demand and will have is specific) 
proof; generalities will not do.

guay. A great rock divides the river 
into two separate streams In such a 
manner that the right arm continues 
its flow on the original level, while 
the second arm falls gradually, so that 
it finally lies 22 feet below the level 
of the other arm. The bed of the up- 
per part of the river is not very deep, 
and the water flows partly In a right 
angle to the river, thus forming n wa- 
terfall of more than two miles In 
length. 
This unique view presents Itself to 


the traveler, however, only during the

Uruguay contains such Immense quan- 
tities of water that both arms form 
one single stream, navigable even for 
the largest freight steamers. The fall 
has been known for centuries, and a 
description of it waa published as early 
as 1G91 by the Rev. Antonlus Sepp, a 
missionary from Tyrol, who spent over 
20 yenra among the Indians of Uru 
gtiay.
